The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action : 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not 
identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that 
the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the 
time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which 
the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 17, 25, 27, 91 and 92 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Letchford (WO 
97/05173) . 

Letchford et al . disclose an initiator identical to that of 
applicants at the paragraph bridging pages 8 and 9 containing a 
moiety "R" derived from a diene such as isoprene at page 9 line 
16. Applicants' n is between 0 and 1 non-inclusively and 
patentees is 0-5 and applicants' and patentees' range of n 
therefore overlap . 

Applicants do not intend that more than one isoprene unit is 
present in their initiator but in any case patentees clearly 
disclose that n may be between 0 and 5 and therefore includes all 
numbers between 0 and 5 and therefore includes all numbers 
between 0 and 1. Therefore choice of numbers between 0 and 1 
non-inclusively would have been obvious to a practitioner having 
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ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention in the 
expectation of adequate results absent any showing of surprising 
or unexpected results. 

Claim 21 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims . 

Applicants' arguments filed 8-19-02 have been fully 
considered but they are not deemed to be persuasive. 

With regard to Letchford, patentees clearly disclose that 
applicants' n value may be between 0 and 5. Therefore it is 
Letchford and not applicants' specification which is being used 
to arrive at values of n between 0 and 1. The suggestion in 
Letchford to use n values between 0 and 5 is the motivation which 
is needed to arrive at applicants' range of between 0 and 1 non- 
inclusively .
